Council Ref vuses to Make Women

TIic tax levy of the city of 
Ricliinomi for the current year 
was fixed the same as last year 
nt the regular meeting of the city 
council Thursday evening — ^1.85 
on each $100 worth of proi|lerty. 
Of this amount 72 cents gues U> 
llie scliool fund: tlircc cent's for 
tile school board sinking fund; 35 
cents for the street and sewer | 
bond sinking fund and 75 cents for! 
the general purpose fund of the| 
city. I 
The poll tax was fixed at $1.50j 
on each male citizen. A Question i 
was raised as to whether {he good j 
women might liavc ])oll tax to 
pay since they have obtained vot- 
ing citizenship. Attorney A. R, 
Burnam, who was present, exam- 
ined the statutes as affecting 
charters of f<jurtli-cla>s cities, and 
gave it as. his opinion that only 
male citizens could he forced to 
pay a poll tax.^so the tax levy or- 
dinance was 'drawn to conform 
accordingly. 

The report of City Assessor 
Trim Deatherage as read by the 
May<-r shows that the assessed 
vahiati<jn of city property in 
Richmond .-ubiect to taxation as 
$4.4.^9.010. 'i his ligure will be in- 
creased by about $200,000 by the 
Hoard of J ax Supervisors. Mayor 
Kvans said that Mr. Deatherage 
had exjjccted.

Louisville, Ky., June 3 — Prohi- 
bition laws will be enforced even 
though their enforcement appar- 
ently received a temporary set- 
back recenty through limiting the 
number of enforcement ofiiccrs 
because of lack of funds, in the 
opinion of N. \. Palmer, presi-; 
dent of the .Anti-.Saloon League! 
of Kentucky. High minded citi-! 
zcns will see that the use of li- 1 
liquor will be rastricted. he said. ! 
In this connection Mr. Palmei , 
today gave out a statement in j 
which he declared that although j 
the j)rohibition Jaw is young, it is' 
being enforccrl just as well a.-' 
many older laws. He declared 
that within a dozen years orj 
more, the present, day opposition j 
to the law on the part of somc; 
I persons will have disappeared and | 
the younger generation of people! 
in the main, will forget at>out li- 1 
cpjor. j 
"Proiiablv no (piestion concern- ■ 
ing civil government, state or na-j 
tional," said Mr. Palmer's slate- i 
ment. "is asked by more ])cop!c' 
or asked oftener than the (pies- 
tion 'Can the prohibition law be 
enforced?" 

"To no small degree this ipies- 
lion may be .mswered by asking 
other similar questions aliout 
those things concerning which 
we have more (.xperience and ex- 
tending througii a longer jx-riod 
of years. Lei us ask therefore 
whether the laws |)rohibiling 
theft and murder and adultery 
can be enforced. Can the law jno- 
hibiting one :'roni setting fire tc 
the home or barns or busines.*-' 
properties of another lie enforc 
ed? 

"Can the law prohibiting one 
one from buying goods from tlu 
merchant or j>rovisions from tin 
grocer or livestock from tin 
stock grcm-ersr t jr f r o m the shtpr- 
I)er without being required to pa\ 
the price of the ]>urchase? Cai 
the law compelling a man to kcej 
a contract of any kind in any lin« 
of business be enforced? 

"Can the law be enforced t)r* 
hibiting one from r-elling ojjiate 
or other stimulants except th' 
government shall have first gran" 
ed him the privilege to do so un 
der stated restricti<»ns for certaii 
|)urposes and under certain coiitTi 
tion^ ? 

"( an the law prohibiting ri ma; 
from taking the wife of anothei 
be enforced?. Can the law b- 
enforced prohil)iting a man fron 
I havnig more lhan one wife, or ; 
woman from iiaving more thai 
one husband ? '

numerable other legal prohibi 
tions have ]>v-u on the statiit 
books of stat'is and nations thr 
many decades and some of thei 
through many centmies. there i 
not one of the:ii hut is vi<ilale<l. 

".\11 the argnnunts tliat nee'I 
to be presented to j.rovc tlic po'^ 
sibility of enforcing tlie i)roIiibi 
lion law is that when the 'toper 
and 'sots' that were created dur 
ing the years < f the legalized li 
rpior trafiic shall have had time t< 
sober up, or .lie from the use a 
the illicit litpiors. and a new gen 
eratiou shall have taken thei 
place, the Jaw prohibiting th 
manufacture and sale of intoxi 
eating liquors will then be en 
forced as well as m(»st of the al 
most innumerable other prohibi 
tion laws which touch n])ou ev 
ery phase of human lite and lui 
man activity, many of which are 
not as well enforced as I hose 
prohibiting the liquor traltic. 

"If the genuine law abiding cit- 
izens of Kentucky and of the na 
lion will be true to the construe 
live government forces and the 
government will respond to that 
spirit by faithfully and conscien- 
tiously performing all the func- 
tions of true government, remeni 
bering that all these prohibition.- 
iu our statutes are not primarily
